Things you Ought to Know 

111. THE STUDENTS' ASSOCIATION 
OF MEDICINE. 

Just when this organization was 
called into being we leave it to the 
chronicle to tell. This much we know — 
the constitution under which it now 
exists bears the date 1899, but so few- 
are the available copies that we are 
warranted in acceding to the request for 
a contribution regarding it to this 
column. 

The purpose of the society in the 
words of the constitution is J ' to repre- 
sent the Undergraduates in dealing with 
the Faculty, to represent the Under- 
graduates in dealing with lender- 
graduates of other universities, to 
direct and supervise the formation of 
class organizations for the regulation 
of class affairs, to regulate and govern 
all other matters of business connected 
with the undergraduate body, and to 
cultivate and maintain a proper Faculty 
spirit." A membership fee of one dol- 
lar and fifty cents is payable each year 
of a student ? s undergraduate life (even 
though more than four sessions are 
taken) to entitle him to voice or vote 
at the meetings. The finances thus de- 
rived are devoted to meeting the ex- 
penses of delegates to sister universities, 
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any deficits connected with our own 
dinner, and incidentals arising from the 
transaction of the general business. 
Prior to last year one of the society f 8 
largest disbursements was the medical 
share of Theatre Night expense. If 
our memory does not trick us this usu- 
ally amounted to some $75.00, and 
hence our very magnificent balance 
from last year is doubtless due partly 
to release from this obligation, and 
partly to the self-sustaining, if not 
dividend-declaring, Osier Dinner of last 
spring. 

The officers are: — President and Vice, 
who hold the same positions in the 
fourth year, a Secretary from the 
Junior year, Assistant Secretary from 
the Sophs, Treasurer from the Juniors, 
and four Assistant Treasurers, who are 
the Treasurers also of the four indivi- 
dual classes. These officers constitute 
the Council or Court of Appeal, to 
which any difficulty within a class 
organization may be referred. 

By constitution the Society is obliged 
to hold two meetings — one in autumn, 
during the early part of November, and 
one in the spring. At the former the 
important business of the year, viz: — 
the election of the President of the 
Medical Dinner and of delegates to sis- 
ter universities is transacted. In the 
choice of the Dinner President, a 
senior only is eligible, and third and 
fourth years only are entitled to vote; 
in selecting delegates every bona fide 
member may use the franchise. Elec- 
tions are held by ballot, and any other 
vote is taken in that way on request 
of five members. At the spring meet- 
ing the Treasurer's report is received, 
and in connection with it the President 
is empowered to appoint two auditors, 
one a senior, the other a Soph. 

Special meetings may be called by 
the President, the Council, or a written 
request from ten members. Forty-eight 
hours' notice is required, and fifty mem- 



bers constitute a quorum. A two-thirds 
vote is requisite for a change in the 
constitution or for reconsideration of a 
motion, and a three-fourths vote for 
the suspension of any order of business. 

With the President of the Dinner are 
associated on the general committee 
eight men — two representing each year. 
A further committee for the entertain- 
ment of delegates to our function con- 
sists of three members from the fourth 
year, and one from the third. The first 
duty of the Society's President is to 
organize the Freshman class under the 
rules of this constitution.

Ruminations 

The annals of another football season 
are added to the chronicles of that 
wholesome game. On Saturday the last 
scenes were staged at Toronto, 'Varsity 
and McGill, and as the curtain des- 
cended we saw, at the footlights, the 
Toronto boys bowing acknowledgment 
of their highly merited applause, with 
McGill, Ottawa, and Queen's in that 
order farther back. 

What of the season? It was 
thoroughly good, and great honour is 
due the champions w T ho made such a 
triumphant march through the series. 
Their record is, we understand, quite 
unique in the history of Intercollegiate 
football in Canada, but we hesitate to 
Hatter them with description as being 
in a (dass by themselves. McGill was 
a good second all the time, and seemed 
to lack only finer training and general- 
ship of being peers or superiors of our 
western brethren. Though McGill has 
not attained to the prize of premier 
place, we still pronounce the season 
"good. 99 The league has demonstrated 
on all occasions the merits of this manly 
sport. Unfailing good spirit has char- 
acterized the play; roughness and acci- 
dents have been conspicuously absent, 
and the colleges have again maintained 
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the cause of the amateur in these times 
pf increasing professionalism. Apart 
from the passing kudos of the cham- 
pionship, the paramount interest is ever 
the reputation and tradition of the 
game; and this, we claim, has, in 1905, 
been wholly justified— yes, even en- 
hanced. 

Our general satisfaction is somewhat 
tinged with regret that the excellent 
material of our team has not entered 
into a richer reward. Man for man 
they Stand matching with the heroes of 
Toronto, but not so much can be said 
for their coaching. There seemed to 
be some want of attention to the 
strategy which the game so readily lends 
itself; also some absence of that dogged 
determination that surrenders only at 
the last ditch. If, as many critics de- 
clare, we were beaten on these points, 
then were we beaten indeed.

When the rise of 
curtain revealed the stage all the glory 
of most imposing landscape burst upon 
the view. We lost ourself in admira- 
tion of a distant world, and when we 
saw the deep, real, human interest 
added our transport was complete. 
There were the passions of our com- 
mon humanity portrayed in characters 
of fire; there the bitter struggle of 
flesh and spirit in which we all partici- 
pate — with varying fortunes . to each. 
All this converged through the medium 
of exquisite music. 

Transporting— yes, for three hours we 
were lifted above our wonted lot, and 
when the last scene was cut off we were 
pained to descend from the ' ' Delectable 
Mountain" to pursue again our prosy 
way. As we hurrie I home and since 
the sights and sounds lingered with us 
and we thought of the beneficent 
power of music, the seriousness of life, 
the possibilities of the theatre, and our 
good fortune in being privileged to hear 
the Savage Company.

Correspondence of Long Bo

My dear Wa-Shee: — 

Since writing to you last, I have 
passed thro' an age-long period of 
remorse. For many a weary day 
neither the smoking consomme of birds '- 
nests, the succulent shark 's-pin, nor the 
soothing dope-pipe brought refreshment 
or ease to my weary frame, nor peace 
to my troubled mind. For my promise 
to thee was unfulfilled; I had not 
written again. Lo! to placate the 
mighty god Scrib-Bel, whose wrath I 
have so sorely incurred thro ' neglecting 
to write to you, I have seized the 
India-ink, and with a brush of the 
finest hairs of the camel trace upon the 
softly-yellow surface of my paper char- 
acters graceful as the evolutions of the 
tiy rescued from an inky death and 
perambulating the page to dry himself. 
As I write, my weariness leaves me, and 
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the spirits of my revered ancestors seem 
to tell me that the wrath of the god is 
appeased. 

It* 1 mistake not I engaged to write 
unto thee somewhat concerning the 
societies and clubs into which the 
youths of this barbarian place of learn- 
ing are banded together. For be well 
assured that if ever a man were found 
who did not belong at least to two or 
three such organizations he would 
straightway be removed to the Ash- 
molean (so they call a great Temple 
of Wisdom devoted to the storing up of 
curious objects) and incarcerated there, 
under a case of crystal, for all to see 
and take warning thereby. 

Further, it may interest thee to know- 
in what way my attention was called to 
clubs and their ways.

The first team did the expected on 
Saturday, when it downed Queen's by 
the decisive -.ount of 33 to 1G in the 
last match of 1905. It was a pleasing 
game from the spectators' standpoint, 
and did a great deal towards furthering 
the city popularity of the Intercol- 
legiate game, which has come to be 
recognized as the fastest football of its 
kind on the) continent. 

The weather was better than the date 
warranted and but for a somewhat strong 
wind, would have been splendid, but the 
ground was hard and rocky on contact, 
accounting for the numerous injuries sus- 
tained during the game, in which Queen's 
suffered most heavily, Williams and 
Walsh, two of dast year's veterans*, bring 
put out and replaced by McDonnell and 
Livingston. 

The score is the largest that has beep] 
piled up thi> year in the League; points 
seemed to come easy and the men on the 
bleachers wistfully remembered moments 
in other games when they would have 
given much for a touch that never came. 
Many improvements in the McGill team 
work were apparent, which, had they 
been adopted sooner, might have made 
the League finish a trifle tighter, notably 
their abandoning the old bucking tac- 
tics which were ineffective in Toronto, 
using instead the end run to the very 
best advantage. 

The defence of the McGill team was 
solid, whde the Queen's halves were un- 
certain, making several expensive misses 
at unlucky times. McDonnell, the sub- 
stitute, was responsible for more than 
his share of these. 

Good plays by Callaghan, Zimmerman 
and MaZcolm were frequent, while Steph- 
ens played his usual heady game. Rath- 
bun at quarter held down his position 



admirably. For the Presbyterians, Wil- 
liams was the star performer, his punt- 
ing being lit to rank with the best in 
the League. 

The frequent tallyings give the history 
of the game in the mosit concise possible 
form. 

Malcolm neatly intercepted a punt, 
which Stephens a,nd Wallace dribbled 
into scrimmage. Here McGill got in 
her n**w end run and Zimmerman got 
over LOT the first try. 

The most exciting piece of work of tlie 
(match followed when from Williams' kick- 
off, which was a fumble, Lyon got the 
ball, and in less than thirty seconds from 
the whistle got it over the mark for a 
try, converted. 

Queen's took some interest at this 
stage and ran up four points by two 
touclLs-in-goal, and a goal iroin a tree 
luck.

The home team next got a touck-in- 
goal, and Wallace helped to fatten the 
total with another try. 

McGill 17. Queen's 4. 

The visitors realized that they were 
rapidly going up against it and pulled 
up considerable courage from the regions 
of their footwear, where it must by this 
time have retreated. The play forced 
into McGill's field and right up to the 
line. From near the goal Patterson got 
out of the scrimmage for a try.

The leather travelled rapidly back to 
Queen's territory and Callaghan repeated 
his Kingston performance by cleanly 
dropping a goaJ from the field.

A\ llliams got a long punt and Gieeson 
chased after it for a try, unconverted.

Queen's again recovered momentarily 
and got two touches-in-goal, completing 
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their score, while as a final McGill placed 
two more tries, more than doubling the 
Kingston count, with a total of 33 
points.

Delta Sigma Society 

On Friday, Nov. 17, a meeting of the 
Delta Sigma took place, in which two 
essays of very^diiferemt nature were read. 
The hrst, by Miss B. Gilimor, treated 
the political conditions of Europe in the 
countries where they are of most vital 
interest to all. Hungary, she "said, was 
in a state of great ferment, owing to the 
numerous demands of the nation, which 
the Emperor either refused to discuss, or 
rejected. 

In 1902 Great Britain formed an alli- 
ance with Japan, providing that, the two 
nations should assist each other in case 
of war, and containing several other 
terms obviously to the advantage of Ja- 
pan, which thereby gained greater 
strength than before. 

In viewing the political .situation to- 
day, Russia naturally engrosses our keen- 
est attention. In the treaty of Ports- 
mouth, concluded last October, Japan, 
did noL gain such great advantages as 
might have been expected, yet no com- 
plaints were made, as the Japanese jolt 
themselves supported by England through 
her treaty with them. After the peace 
was signed. Count Witte, who realized 
Ihe state of agitation and discontent of 
Russian minds, induced the Czar to pub- 
bsh a manifesto, in which several new 
rights were granted to the people. It is, 
however, feared by many that these pro- 
mises have come too late. 

With regard to Norway and Sweden, 
the relations between these kingdoms 
have never been more friendly than since 
the repeal of the Act of Unions (Sep.t 
23). The present union is purely vol- 
untary—both nations feel that dangers 
from without involve common interest, 
Russia is about the sole peril they have 
to fear. Russia, who has done much to 
promote differences between Norway and 



Sweden; but there is yet no prospect of 
war, and so the optimist may continue 
to be hopeful. 

The second essay (Miss A. Mac-keen's) 
had for its subject "Raleigh's Colonies." 
The English zeal for exploration was c ev- 
er really fully developed undl the great 
r.a val ^enaigsanvee during Elizabeth,'* 
reign. Humphrey Gilbert and his half- 
brother, , Walter Raleigh, were the or- 
iginators of the idea of American col- 
onies. Raleigh, indeed, had a very high 
conception of a colony. These two men 
joined in the formation of a company to 
trade with the new colony, which Gil- 
bert proposed to establish, by right of a 
patent which he had obtained before. He 
sailed without Raleigh, biu the expedi- 
tion failed entirely. Raleigh, by no means' 
daunted, received a patent from tiie 
Queen and settled a colony in Virginia. 
Before long quarreL- arose among the 
settlers and with the Indians, and the 
whole colony, consisting mainly of younr 
men, was seized by such an attack of 
homesickness, that they all returned to 
England, and did not fail to ascribe their 
failure to the new* country and their 
k;iders. 

Raleigh organized another expedition, 
which set out in 1587. Again, many 
difficulties had to be overcome and many 
hardships undergone. But Raleigh never 
despaired, his faith in the future of Vir- 
ginia was boundless and fortunately he 
liveS to see the fulfilment of his hones.

McGill Historical Society 

The presence of Mr. Robb, the City 
Treasurer of Montreal, did much to 
make the last meeting of the Historical 
Society perhaps the most interesting and 
certainly the most instructive one 
of the session. The subject for discus- 
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sion was 4 1 Montreal, ' 9 and President 
Mundie called upon Mr. Ezra Rider to 
read the first paper entitled " Ville 
Marie. ' 1 This paper showed excellent 
arrangement, and would have greatly 
interested even an audience less closely 
connected with the subject than a Mont- 
real one. The discovery of Hochelaga 
by Cartier, and the visits of Champlain 
were sketched. The establishment of a 
colony at the foot of Mount Royal by 
the stout-hearted Maisonneuve and the 
vicissitudes of the community with its 
devout and simple members made a 
most absorbing topic. The gentle good- 
ness of Madamoiselle Mance received 
the praise that such nobleness deserved. 
It was with a feeling of relief that 
those present were told that after so 
many dangers and difficulties the arri- 
val of new colonists made attacks from 
the Indians no longer a menace to the 
existence of Ville Marie. Mr. Rider 
was able to locate many stirring scenes 
of the time in places quite familiar to 
Montrealers of to-day. 

The paper on 4 4 The Finances of 
Montreal at the Present Day" — a diffi- 
cult subject — was admirably handled by 
Mr. McCallum. The facts obtained 
and the care shown in arranging them 
must have cost no little labour. The 
question of taxation, its apportionment 
and method of collection led to the 
question of civic debts which were dis- 
cussed first in a general way and then 
with special reference to Montreal. The 
stability of civic affairs and the sane 
character of the methods pursued were 
disclosed in investigating this subject. 
Such points as the low rate of assess- 



ment of this city as compared with that 
of American cities; the so-called exor- 
bitant water-rates; led to considerable 
discussion when the meeting was thrown 
open. 

Mr. Robb prefaced his remarks by 
warmly congratulating Mr. McCallum 
upon the clearness and accuracy of his 
paper. He explained a great many 
points for the members of the society. 

Dr. Leacock raised the question of the 
advisibility of an income tax lor Mont- 
real which Mr. Robb granted an ex- 
cellent mode of getting revenue 
theoretically, but in practice he pro- 
nounced it vicious and immoral. In 
reply to a question from Dr. Colby 
regarding Montreal's finances as com- 
pared with those of other Canadian 
cities, the City Treasurer showed that 
the methods in Toronto were substan- 
t hilly those in vogue here. The rela- 
tions of the city with the Street Rail- 
way Company were discussed, and the 
meaning of the recent decision in the 
matter by the Privy Council fully ex- 
plained. Mr. Robb's patience in 
answering questions, and his clearness 
of explanation, added to the knowledge 
that one in his position must have, sup- 
plemented the really excellent papers 
that were read, in a way that led the 
members to declare it quite the most 
successful meeting of the term.

Williams, and 
then traced the parallel course of the 
\. W. C. A. One is struck with the 
remarkable growth of this institution. 
Starting with one man in 1841, it has 
now spread the world over, reaching 
vast proportions. It was introduced 
into America in 1848. Montreal and 
Boston started their associations in 
1851. And by means of individuals 
this work has spread to the various 
colleges. In 1877 the first union of 
the American Intercollegiate Y. M. C. 
A.'s was formed, with less than thirty 
colleges, including United States and 
Canada. At this time there were also 
to be found in the women's colleges 
isolated associations, but it was not till 
1881 that they organized into one body. 
During the next four years ninety new 
associations were formed. 

The aims of the society are too well- 
known to need repeating here, and every- 
one • recognizes the fact that the years- 
spent in college is the time when 
character is largely being formed. In 
the colleges of to-day are to be found 
the teachers of the near future and 
others who will hold places of impor- 
tance. It is fitting that they recognize 
the real demands of the age, and in 
order to meet them successfully, there 
must go forth graduates who have 
grasped and inculcated the principles of 
true Christian womanhood, those who 
have learned to know God, and who 
have their faith firmly based on Jesus 
Christ. The association endeavours to 
reach the student, because it realizes 
that- soon it will be impossible to touch 
these young women in the thousands of 
centres to which they will scatter on 
graduating. 

The work is no small one, but pro- 
bably means the evangelization of the 
world, for college women have, in most 
cases more influence than those without 
a college education, and the number of 
women taking college courses is increas- 



ing so wonderfully, that soon they will 
be leaders all over the world. 

There are now 100,000 members of 
the associations of the colleges of the 
world. The heads of these associations 
are called secretaries, and these secre- 
taries are managers-in-chief. Canada 
has one travelling college secretary, and 
each city association is in charge of a 
secretary, under an advisory committee, 
known in Canada as the Dominion 
Council. A bond of union is formed 
by conferences and conventions which 
are held all over the world, both for 
college and city associations. In 1895 
the first world's conference was held m 
Scandinavia, and there were present 
representatives from the American, Bri- 
tish, German, Scandinavian colleges, 
and also from the Mission lands. 
Since then the women's colleges have 
held a conference at Zeist in Holland. 
So much for college work.

S. Tyndale, repre- 
senting the Sophomore year, the negative 
by J. Jenkins and Howitt, of the Fresh- 
men year. The judges were E. K. De* 
beck, T. H. Billings, M.A., and F. W. 
Bates. 

The leader on the affirmative, A. E. 
McGougan, stated forcibly the advan- 
tages Mr. Chamberlain's proposals would 
mean to the United Kingdom. In re- 
ply, J. Jenkins regarded these proposals 
as very drastic measures for Britain to 
adopt at a time when her prosperity 
was everything that could be desired. He 
regarded these proposals as emanating 
from a man who either did not know 
Tiis subject or was wishing to deceive his 
listeners. The next speaker, 0. S. Tvn- 
dale, in a very coherent and well deliv- 
ered speech, demonstrated the advantages 
to the empire at large that would accrue 
from the adoption of a preferential tariff- 
The last speaker on the debate, Howitt, 
foretold the disasters, should Joseph 
Chamberlain succeed in persuading the 
Englishman to adopt his proposals. After 
the leader on the affirmative had summed 
up the arguments brought forward by In- 
side, the judges retired for a few mo- 
ments before giving their decision 
Meanwhile the meeting was thrown open 
to discussion. D. E. McTaggart and 



6. V. Cousins, in the short interval, mer- 
cilessly crushed Mr. Chamberlain's policy 
as only these gentlemen can, and it 
is not doubted by anyone that if the 
Freshmen had had their arguments, T. U. 
Billings, speaking on behalf of the judges, 
would not have given the decision in fa- 
vor of the affirmative. 

This leaves the deciding debate of the 
inter-year series between the Senior and 
Sophomore years. C. N. C.

"Butting in" or some such synonym is 
sure of a prominent place in the ver- 
nacular of third and fourth year Meds. 
It has become in these later days of 
the "open doot" to hospital material a 
household word. The need of its use 
we all deplore, but so long the old 



hereditary tendency to selfishness re- 
sists all treatment, palliative or radical, 
it will have to work overtime. From 
day to day we have vituperation cast at 
some men for manifestation of this in- 
fection. A little charity and horse 
sense on the part of a few men should, 
however, reduce the unpleasantness of 
it to a minimum. 

Primarily, we have a strong conviction 
that the third year man who "marks, 
learns, and inwardly digests"' all that 
is presented to eye and ear in his regu- 
larly appointed clinics is making far 
more rapid progress than the fellow 
who, out of selfishness or morbid cur- 
iosity, strays into all the wards and 
clinics annexing vast amounts of stufl 
which in all human probability he can- 
not assimilate, and which therefore he 
oasts out into the draught. There should 
be a certain balance between clinics on 
the one hand and reading and study on 
the other, and if the student fails to 
adjust this equilibrium he is his own 
worst interloper. And then regarding 
the fourth year man we feel hko say- 
ing "all things are his/' In virtue of 
his knowledge of pathology and other 
third year subjects he is in a position 
to profit by a much larger amount of 
clinical material. In his mind he has 
reared frameworks pf the various dis- 
eases, and in clinics he builds about 
these frameworks. That any one should 
take objection to his presence at any 
clinic is not reasonable, but it should 
appeal to all that his place in the de- 
monstration to a special group of which 
he is not a member, should be in the 
background. \Ye most heartily com- 
mend the attitude of a so-called "but- 
ter-in" who recently stood well to the 
rear of all the group and there so stead- 
fastly held his place that when ques- 
tioned on^ the case by the clinician in 
charge, modestly explained that he did 
not belong to the group. When we all 
behave in this admirable manner the 
evil-sounding "butting in" will no longer 
grate upon our ears. 

The same old tales of petty larceny m 
the hospital cloak rooms come to US 
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from time to time. One day it is a 
coat, another a pair of dazzling new 
rubbers (removed, perhaps just to real- 
ize the glare in the eyes), the next a 
pair of new gloves. Ever it is the new 
things that are mistaken. Here again 
the sunny side of our nature is bared 
to view. All we can do is deplore it, 
and like Dr. Shepherd (re the second 
year anatomy class) hope for better in 
the future. Perhaps one day we shall 
havti a ward for the victims of amyloid 
con-cience, where those of our number 
suffering from the disease may have 
sky pilots for physicians, nuns for nur- 
se-, and, for treatment, heroic doses ot 
the Golden Rule. Meantime, to them 
let us say, "Beware of 1 the brimstone 
baths of the next world, under whioh 
treatment, neither coats, nor gloves, 
nor rubbers, nor a better hat, nor any 
stolen thing will ease the bitterness ot 
your sizzling agony. "
